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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The examiner assumes that Fig. 8 is being 
described in the claims, however, the first balloon claimed (444) is recited in the Specification as the "inner cooling chamber" and the 
second balloon claimed (446) is recited as the "outer cooling chamber". The only recitation of a first and second balloon in on page 6 of the 
Specification in lines 1 9 and 20 and no reference numbers are presented.. Furthermore, Fig. 1 3 of Wittenburger et al. presents this 
configuration even though the inner balloon is expanded by air. Note that the air would typically be cooler than body temperature, therefore, 
be broadly intrepreted as " an inner cooling chamber" and be capable of "retaining a coolant within the inner chamber", and 
the second balloon would inherently be capable of retaing the coolant if the first balloon fails... 
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
